CTOBER is regarded as the month of the holy Rosary, 
due especially to the zeal of Pope Leo XIII in promot- 
ing devotion to this form of prayer. This great and 
; learned Pope, facing many powerful enemies, took 
refuge ever and again to the Queen of the Holy Rosary. 
Almost every year, he sent a letter to all the Bishops, 
to all the faithful, begging them to say the Rosary, especially during 
October. He elevated the feast to the highest rank; he consecrated the 
entire month to this beautiful devotion; he granted special indulgences 
for the recitation of the Rosary; he added to the Litany of Loreto the 
invocation: “Queen of the Holy Rosary, pray for us!” Truly, this 
great pontiff is well named: “The Pope of the Holy Rosary.” 

The Rosary devotion is a truly catholic devotion, that is to say, 
a universal devotion. Wherever one finds a church with a tabernacle, 
no matter in what part of the world, there too are to be found priest 
and faithful, parents as well as children, kneeling and praying the 
Rosary. During the past hundred years great impetus has been given 
to the Rosary devotion and it has witnessed a marvelous growth as a 
result of Our Blessed Mother’s apparitions at Lourdes, La Salette and 
Fatima. Mary, the Queen of the Holy Rosary, appeared to little Ber- 
nadette in 1858, taught her to say the Rosary and prayed it with her, 
and exhorted her to arouse others to practice this devotion. Partly 
through its instrumentality, Bernadette became a saint. Today thou- 
sands of pilgrims visit Lourdes in the hope of obtaining a cure from 
some grievous malady with which they are afflicted. There are many 
miracles, but not every person is healed. Instead, many receive ‘what 
may be called a “miracle of grace,” so that when they return home, 
they say: “I am not better physically, but J am better, I feel. better. 
Our Lady has helped me to see the value of my cross. I am now able 
and willing to carry it.” 

The recitation of the Rosary with meditation on its mysteries is 
able to bring about a similar effect in our own lives and in the sphere 
in which we live. The fifteen mysteries are a compendium of the life 
of our Savior. They place before us a mental picture of all that made 
up the lives of Jesus and Mary, their joys, their sorrows, their triumphs; 
they reveal how each event was used by them to glorify God and sanctify © 
themselves; they teach us, in turn, how we are to meet all] the events 
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in our own lives, how we are to make them instruments for the practice 
of Christian virtue, and how they become for us the source of a sure 
hope and confidence that “for those who love God all things” — 
whether they seem good or evil to our weak vision — “work together 
for good.” 

Pope Pius X wrote in his last testament: “The prayer of the Rosary 
is of all the most beautiful, the richest in graces, and the one which 
most touches the Heart of the Mother of God... And if you wish peace 
to reign in your homes, recite the Rosary in common.” Besides the 
family Rosary, the so-called “Block Rosary” has become increasingly 
popular in the last three or four years. This term designates the - — 
gathering of people living on a city block (both Catholics and Protes- 
tants, who sometimes show a surprising interest) at one of their homes 
for the recitation of the Rosary. This is a splendid way of saying the 
Rosary “in common,” as urged by Pope Pius X. It affords moreover 
a wonderful opportunity for neighbors to really become acquainted 
with one another and exchange friendly conversations. It alleviates 
the aloofness which is so often found among city neighbors, leads to 
an exchange of confidences, promotes charity, and, above all, deepens 
the consciousness of their oneness as members of an earthly family who 
recognize God as their Father. and Mary as their Mother, their oneness 
as members. of Christ’s Mystical Body. 

When the glorious Queen of the Rosary appeared to three little 
shepherd children at Fatima, she carried a rosary in her hand and 
manifested to them her Immaculate Heart. It is the great mission of 
the Immaculate Heart of Mary to convert sinners to the Heart of Jesus. 
The Rosary teaches veneration of that Immaculate Heart; it inspires 
souls to try to keep their own hearts spotless and free from sin as was 
Mary’s. 

The “Block Rosary,” said according to the intentions of that 
Immaculate Heart as manifested at Fatima, is a wonderful way to 
“Fatimize” homes and hearts. These intentions are: peace in the world, 
the conversion of Russia, and the spread of devotion to the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary. In times past, imminent dangers have been averted 
by recourse to the holy Rosary. The evils of our days must be met 
and overcome with this same mighty weapon. “Great is the strength 
of an army which holds in its hand, not the sword, but the Rosary,” 
declared Pope Pius IX in 1877. Take up the Rosary then; get your 
neighbors to take up theirs, and help to form an invincible army where- 
by the onrush of the enemies of Christianity and of world peace may 
be overcome through the powerful help of the Queen of the Holy 
Rosary, as she herself has promised.

AINT BERNARD, commenting on the scriptural passage: 
“He hath given His angels charge over thee, to keep thee 
in all thy ways” (Ps. xc. 11), exclaimed: “Oh, what 
condescension on the part of God! Oh, what wonder- 
ful love! Who has commanded? GOD. Whom did 
He command? HIS ANGELS — members of His own 
household. What did He command them? To guard 
and keep US poor children of men! O Lord, what is 
man that Thou rememberest him thus!” 

In many places in Holy Scripture the angels are represented as 
the friends of children, as guides of youth, as preservers of innocence, 
as admonishers to good, as cautioners against evil, as defenders of the 
pious, as protectors against accidents, as consolers in need, as deliverers 
in danger, as helpers in the battle of life, and as guides of souls to 
eternal joys. 

Fittingly the Church celebrates the feast of the Holy Guardian 
Angels every year (on October 2d), so that we may the better under- 
stand God’s goodness toward us and the value of our souls; that we 
may at all times remember their presence and be on our guard not to 
sadden them by committing sin; that we may show ourselves grateful 
for all their good: inspirations, warnings, and assistance, and strive 
to make ourselves worthy to be received into the company of the angels 
and the-saints-after this life. 

Many people seem to think that the veneration of the Guardian 
Angel is intended only for children. This is a mistaken notion; for 
grown-ups too, need the protection of the angels, perhaps even more 
than children. 

The lives of the saints reveal that many of them practiced a tender 
devotion to their Guardian Angel and kept up a very intimate inter- 
course with the heavenly spirits. They were ever mindful of their pres- 











ence, and conversed with them as we do with human friends. And the . 


angels, in return, often deigned to perform household and other duties 
for their clients in times of sickness or when other duties interfered 
and prevented them from performing their regular work. 

St. Isidor, for example, was tenderly devoted to the Holy Eucharist 
and strove to assist at Holy Mass daily. Being in the employ of a 
farmer, he was very conscientious in the performance of his duties 
and feared to incur the just displeasure of his employer if he went off 
to church when he was expected to be. working in the field. In reward 
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for his fervor and fidelity in venerating his Guardian Angel, the Angel . 
would often come and take his place at work while he went to the 
church to assist at the Holy Sacrifice. 





Every Person Has a Loving Guide and Protector in His Guardian Angel. 


St. John of God had charge of the sick in an infirmary. One day 
when he had to go away on an important errand, he found on his 
return that all the work about the house had been done: the beds were 
made, the dishes washed, the floors swept, etc. He inquired of the 
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patients who had done the work and they answered: “We saw none 
but yourself doing it.” The saint understood that it was his Guardian 
Angel, and exclaimed: “Verily, brothers, God must love the poor, 
when He even permits His angels to perform such menial tasks for 
them!” 

St. Rose of Lima, the first American canonized saint, was on very 
intimate terms with her Guardian.Angel. When a mere child, her 
mother permitted her to build herself a little “hermitage” in the 
garden, at some distance from the house. Here Rose would go during 
the day to pray, work and play. One evening the mother forgot to 
call for Rose, as was her wont. When it grew dark, Rose became 
worried and feared to venture out from the cell alone. Then her 
Guardian Angel appeared and escorted her safely to the house. 

A devout Catholic lady, speaking of incidents from her childhood, 
relates a very close escape from drowning in a river, which she at- 
tributes to her Guardian Angel. She had gone with her aunt for a 
walk into the country. The roads were dusty, so they decided to 
follow a narrow path which led through a shady wood where many 
flowers were in bloom. “Soon,” she said, “I had gathered many 
flowers, which I formed into a pretty bouquet for my aunt. Then I 
scampered about for a while looking at this and at that, when sud- 
denly a thought came to me. My aunt was not very far from me, and 
I wondered if I could find her with closed eyes. I made an attempt 
and succeeded fairly well, but decided to try again. I felt sure I 
could do it better this time, but now auntie wasn’t so near. Then 
something happened. I was persistent — I bumped against a tree 
now and then, but would not open my eyes yet, when suddenly a 
fright came over me and I trembled all over. An inner voice seemed 
to tell me that I was in danger. I opened my eyes— and found I was 
on the brink of the river bank. Just one more step, and I would have 
gone into the water where it was very deep! Ever since that day I 
have been very faithful in saying a prayer to my. Guardian Angel, for 
I 4m sure it was he who saved me.” , 


». Many of us, no doubt, have had similar experiences _ espiecially 
in our youth. In a parallel way, many people go through life spirit- 
ually blind; they get an occasional “bump,” but that does*not faze 
them. There are many warnings, but they persistently continue to 
follow the wrong path, refusing to “open their eyes,” and so run the 
danger of falling into eternal perdition. On the feast of the holy 
‘Guardian Angels, let us pray for these unhappy souls, that they may 
‘heed the warnings of their Ange] Guardians before it is too late. And 
‘while imploring the help and protection of our own Guardian Angel, 
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let us not neglect to thank him for the many good inspirations he has 
whispered to us in the secret of our soul, and for the many times he 
has protected us from harm both of body and soul, perhaps all un- 
known to us. The best way in which we can do this is to offer Holy 
Mass and receive Holy Communion in his honor. Happily, the feast 
falls ona ‘Sunday this yegr, so it should be easy for all of ‘us to 
offer this, mark. of love and gratitude to the dear faithful Angel. who, 

accompanies ;usiin all qur ways through life and ever continues his. 
watchful care even thetigh we may’ seem unresponsive and unapprecia:i

Navy Fliers Saved by the Rosary 


MONG the many striking incidents in the late European war 
which demonstrated the protective power of prayer was that of 
four navy airmen who declared that their lives were saved through the 
Rosary. These four men were adrift for sixteen days on the sea, aboard 
a rubber life raft, and lost fourteen more days on a jungle island, after 
their patrol bomber had crashed into the ocean. They prayed every day 
while adrift on the raft, though previously, by their own confession, 
they were not deeply religious men. When, on the sixteenth day, they 
finally reached shore, they fell on their knees and offered a prayer of 
thanksgiving. After reviving their failing strength with cocoanuts and 
water from a stream, they built a shelter and slept. On awakening 
toward noon the next day, they were dismayed to see two Japanese 
in the doorway of their shelter. They managed to escape into the 
jungle, and for days trudged up mountains, through swamps and thick 
jungle, until at last, on the verge of exhaustion, they reached a native 
village. A few natives came and looked at them curiously but not too 
friendly, and then started to go away. In desperation, one of the young 
men, who wore ‘his rosary round his neck, took the rosary, waved it 
at the natives and crossed himself. This saved the day, for it happened 
that the natives were devout Catholics. Immediately they befriended

In the series of beautiful invocations which form the Litany of 
the Sacred Heart, we have a summary of the doctrine of the Incarna- 
tion and the attributes of God as exemplified in the Word-made-Flesh. 
Each one of them might form the subject of an uplifting train of 
thought; each might become for us the golden key to a treasure-house 
of sublime and consoling truths, As the invocation, Heart of Jesus, 
King and Center of All Hearts, indicates the close association that 
exists between devotion to Christ the King and to the Sacred Heart 
of Jesus, we shall choose it as the subject of our reflections for the 
Feast of Christ the King, celebrated on the last Sunday of October. 

For this purpose we can find nothing more appropriate than the 
following chapters from the inspiring work of Cardinal Lepicier en- 
titled ‘“‘Jesus Christ, the King of Our Hearts.” 


The Heart of Jesus, Masterpiece of the Right Hand 
of God 


MONG all the works of the right hand of the Al- 
mighty, none more signally shows the infinite wisdom 
and goodness of the Creator than the Sacred Humanity 
of Jesus Christ. ~As this most holy and blessed Hu- 
manity was to be assumed by the Word in the unity 

of person that it might be the instrument of our Redemption, God, in 

forming it, brought to bear all the resources of His infinite art, en- 
riching it with such gifts and privileges of nature and grace as to 
make it the special object of His Divine complacency. Aad so the 

Humanity of our Divine Savior became the epitome and, as it were, 

the center of all the marvels of the universe, shining like a brilliant 

sun throughout ages and illuminating not only the vast human race, 
but innumerable ranks of angels, who never weary of contemplating 
its Divine beauty. 

But what most attracts our gaze and captivates our affection in 
the Humanity of Jesus is His Most Sacred Heart. From the moment 
when this Heart was pierced on the Cross by the lance and there issued 
forth water and blood, even to this day, the Sacred Heart of Jesus has 
exercised such an irresistible influence over souls that none of those 
who seek the kingdom of God in truth and justice can resist its potent 
attraction. ; 

In these latter days, however, the faithful have taken refuge in

greater numbers and more confidently than ever in this loving Heart, 
consecrating themselves entirely to its service and proclaiming it King 
of their own hearts, In fact, there is hardly a city or hamlet where 
the devotion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus is unknown. The Name 
alone, at once potent and sweet, acts as a trumpet-call to rally His 
soldiers to Our Lord, and as a word of command at which all souls 
press forward to fight in the warfare of heaven. Now, the marvelous 
spread of the devotion of the faithful to the Sacred Heart can cer- 
tainly not have been brought about by chance. We must needs see 
in it the irresistible impulse of the Divine Spirit who wishes to open 
for us in this wholesome devotion an inexhaustible source of grace 
and salvation. ¢. 

A Christian who wishes to draw from that pure fount which is 
devotion to the Sacred Heart of our Redeemer, the water of salvation, 
should, in the first place, penetrate the purpose of God in proposing 
this adorable Heart to our homage’‘and affection, and next, endeavor 
to understand its high spiritual significance. Let us see what this 
significance is. 

Jesus Christ, our beloved Lord, is present to us in Holy Scrip- 
ture under a threefold aspect: As Prophet, Priest and King. — As 
Prophet, because, full as He was of the spirit and power of God, He 
revealed the future, knew the secrets of all hearts, commanded nature, 
healed the sick and cast out devils, As Priest, because being chosen 
by His Father for the office of Redeemer that He might ransom with 
His Precious Blood the human race from the bondage of the devil, 
He offered Himself on the tree of the Cross, at once Priest and Victim, 
in expiation for our sins. As King and Sovereign, because we have 
been entrusted to Him, that He may guide us where He wills and 
command us as His subjects. 

Now, to this office of King and Sovereign which we recognize in 
Jesus Christ, is bound up the devotion to His Most Sacred Heart. It is, 
therefore, our duty to try to understand that to be devout to the Sacred 
Heart means to submit ourselves entirely to His loving guidance and 
to fulfil in everything not only His commands but His desires as well. 
And in this way we shall, as far as in us lies, answer the love shown 
us, a love which urged Him to utter those moving words: Behold this 
Heart which has so loved men. 

And thou, O Blessed Mother of Jesus, Mother of fair love, lit up 
beyond all other intelligent creatures by the glittering rays and gentle 
heat of the loving Heart of thy. Son, whom the Church invokes as 
“Our Lady of the Sacred Heart,” inspire us with such feelings of de- 
votion toward thy adorable Son, open our hearts so widely to the 
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gracious influence of His beams, that we may be able “to comprehend 
with all the saints what is the breadth and length and height and 
depth” (Ephes. iii. 18) of the charity that dwells in His Heart who 
is King and Center of all hearts. 


The Heart of Jesus, Fountain of All Good, Is Worthy 
of Being King of Our Hearts 


The Sacred Heart of Jesus epitomizes in Itself all that the Savior 
has done to redeem us, all He has suffered to start and guide us on the 
way of salvation, all that we expect from Him that we may be in- 
finitely happy in the life to come. This Divine Heart is the. Victim 
immolated for our sins; It is the pattern we must copy in order to 
arrive at supernatural virtue: Heart of Jesus, abyss of all virtues; It 
is the delight of all the saints. Beginning, middle and end of our 
spiritual life and our eternal happiness — all this the adorable Heart 
of Jesus is for us. 

Now, seeing that this Divine Heart is for us the fount of all good, 
it is only just that It should be the King of all our hearts. And this 
is the dignity to which the Eternal Father has predestined Jesus Christ, 
a dignity which Jesus Himself exercised during His mortal life, and 
which He will exercise until the end of time. In the full sway of His 


‘regal power over our hearts and in our entire submission to His strong 


and gentle rule, the practical meaning of devotion to the Sacred Heart 
of our loving Savior consists. In this devotion, while we acknowledge 
the infinite love He bears us, we give solemn homage to Him whose 
hands hold the keys of our hearts and proclaim, in the face of the 
world, His right to rule over us. 

This truth of the sovereignty of Jesus Christ over the heart of 


‘man recalls this other truth, that it is our strict duty to recognize, love 


bye : 





and adore Him as King of our hearts, as indeed He is; submitting our- 
‘sélves entirely to Him and conforming our whole lives to His desires. 


Jesus Christ was by His Eternal Father constituted King of all 
mankind, but His kitigdom is not like that of earthly kings, who wield 
their power by force of arms and'the display of troops. The rule of 
Jesus is much’ more powerful and efficacious because it’ is exercised 
by the irresistible force of love. Jesus reigns; but He wishes us to feel 
His power under the guise of love.’ His weapon is a charity unfeigned, 
and he who is conquered by this Divine Heart is far more happy in 


‘his defeat than the proudest’ warrior is in his victory and triumph. 


Happy is he who lets himself be-conquered by the charm of Jesus 
Christ’s personality, arid ‘surrenders-to Him, protesting himself His de- 
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vout servant and subject. Nothing better could befall him, for as this 
Divine Sovereign of hearts is the noblest and most lovable of kings, 
so to be His subject is the highest dignity to which a man can aspire. 

Never has the world seen a greater marvel of excellence and 
generosity than that displayed by our loving Savior. His exalted dignity

was never accompanied by arrogance or harshness, and His modesty and 
humility were without affectation or baseness. Although He waged 
war against sin and reproved the pride of the Pharisee with outspoken 
freedom, His.indignation was not, for that, allied to passion, nor His 
severity divorced from tenderness. He was gentle without weakness 
and firm without ostentation, always kind and considerate toward the 
poor and unfortunate. He inspired all who approached. Him in ‘sim- 
plicity with unlimited .confidence. Never, in word or deed, did He 
lose His peace of mind or part. with that natural dignity and nobility 
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of bearing which proved Him to be of more than human origin. . 
Above all, there breathed from the Sacred Person of our Redeem- 

er an ineffable kindness and sweetness. Although His benefits were 

extended to all, still the greater part of His affectionate care was for 


children, for the poor and for the afflicted. He was full of solicitude _ 


for His. Apostles. When He saw them attacked He took their part. 
He wept over the sorrow of a poor widow and over the desolation of 
a sister bereaved of her fond brother. He wished children to come 
to Him, and delighted in their straightforwardness and ‘simplicity, 
blessing them with the fulness of His Heart. For every misery, whether 
spiritual or material, He knew how to find solace and comfort; and 
even toward His avowed enemies He displayed extraordinary tolerance 
and meekness. 

Although His wisdom astonished the multitude and His prudence 
confounded the most elaborate plots, He did not disdain to converse 
familiarly with His rough Apostles. With infinite patience He made 
them masters of the things of God and lifted their hearts above this 
wretched world. After having worked the most stupendous miracles, 
He abased Himself with deep humility before the Divine Majesty, now 
invoking it for Himself and for others, now adoring it with religious 
reverence and submitting Himself to it with perfect resignation. He 
never sought honors. Rather did He look down on the world’s esteem. 
His detachment from worldly goods was perfect, and His patience 
superior to all kinds of trial. He did not live to Himself, and His 
only wish was the honor of His Father and the good of His neighbor. 


Who, considering so great and noble a King, at the same time so 
kind and gentle, could fail to enlist under His banner and choose Him 
for Sovereign Lord and Master, obeying His commands and serving 
Him with*all loyalty? As the magnet attracts iron, and amber straw, 
so we-shotiid let ourselves be attracted by this loving King of our 
hearts, whether we be like iron for hardness or straw for flimsiness 
and weakness of spirit. Let us always remain at the feet of this gentle 
Savior, saying with the Spouse of the Canticles: “I found Him whom 
my soul loveth. I held Him: and I will not let Him go” (Cant. iii. 4). 


O adorable Heart of my Jesus, most loving Redeemer of the human 
race, give me to understand this profound and consoling truth, that 
it is the will of Thy Father that Thou shouldst reign over my heart, 
taking entire possession and exercising absolute authority over me, 
leading me to a complete conformity to Thy desires. O Jesus, my 
supreme and powerful King, I wish Thee to be my King and my Lord 
* always. To Thee I give my heart; do with me what Thou pleasest.

““Tis come at last, the blessed day, For which I long have sighed, 
Jesus, — oh, dare I speak the word? Jesus -— I am Thy Bride!” 


UCH was the thought that arose in Jeanne’s mind as she 
awakened early on the morning of September 8th — the 
Birthday of the Blessed Virgin Mary, the day which was 
to witness her new birth into the spiritual life. Through 
the windows she could see the first faint streaks of dawn 
tinging the eastern horizon, and she thought how beauti- 
fully this symbolized the dawn of the day of Redemption ushered in 
by the birth of Mary. When the tinkling bel] announced that it was 
time to rise for the praise of God, Jeanne was among the first to 
answer its summons. As she dressed in eager haste, the words of the 
Canticle of Canticles rang as a refrain in her heart: “Arise, make 
haste, My love, My dove, My beautiful one, and come... Show Me 
thy face, let thy voice sound in My ears, for thy voice is sweet and 
thy face comely... My Beloved to me and | to Him, who feedeth 
among the lilies, till the day break and the shadows retire. . .” 
And she thought of the words of the Psalmist, “This is the day 
the Lord has made, let us be glad and rejoice therein!” Never had 
they held for her such fulness of meaning. For this was to be for 
her a day of days — the day on which she would become the bride 
of Jesus Christ, the virginal spouse of the King of Kings! Locked 
in her heart was the precious secret of her new name which the Mother 
Prioress had confided to her late the previous afternoon, and the 
thought of it thrilled her with joy. Surely the Blessed Mother must 
have chosen it for her, for it was one of her own beautiful titles, whose 
accents seemed sweetly to absorb the baptismal name of Jeanne. So, 
too, she thought, her life must be absorbed in the life of Mary if she 
was to become a true and faithful spouse of Jesus. This was by no 
means mere sentimental musing, for she realized well that Mary was 
the Mother of Sorrows and that joy and sorrow had been blended 
in her life as it led to Bethlehem and Egypt and Nazareth, and finally 
over Calvary... As she looked at her companion Novices, she won- 
dered what name each was treasuring, awaiting that moment when the 
presiding prelate would pronounce it publicly for the first time as she 
knelt before him to pronounce her holy vows. 
Jeanne’s parents and her sisters and brothers had arrived the day 
before, but she had not yet seen nor spoken to them, for the Novices 
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were in retreat. Her Uncle Paul too had come, to witness the beautiful 
ceremony of her religious profession. 

The High Mass during which they were to pronounce their holy 
vows was celebrated an hour after the Community Mass by the recently 
ordained brother of one of the Novices. 

Amid the festive ringing of the bells and the strains of the beau- 
tiful Bridal Song customarily sung on such occasions, Jeanne and her 
five companions entered the chapel and walked reverently up the aisle, 
wearing for the last time the white veils which had distinguished them 
as Novices. They were preceded by six Postulants in bridal attire, 
who were to receive the religious habit, and the little procession was 
led by the Abbot in his pontifical robes, followed by the Prioress 
and the Novice Mistress. 

How the hearts of the little “brides” thrilled at the refrain: “I’m 
Thine, my Jesus, Thine forever, Oh, precious chains, thrice holy vows! 
From the world my heart ye sever, And bind me to my Heavenly 
Spouse!” Only one year had elapsed since they had been clothed with 
the habit of the Order of St. Benedict and were received into the 
novitiate. During that year they had received fundamental training 
in “the school of the Lord’s service” and proved themselves to be 
resolute and sincere in their vocation, — earnestly “seeking God” as 
St. Benedict requires of his disciples. New seeds of virtue had been 
planted in their souls, which promised to grow and bear rich fruits 
as the years passed, and worldly ways and habits were being gradually 
laid aside. Now their long-awaited bridal day had come, and their 
whole being vibrated with a deep interior joy heretofore unknown 
as they assisted at Holy Mass at priedieus just outside the sanctuary, 
awaiting the solemn moment when they would approach the altar to 
consecrate themselves to God by their first temporary vows, effective 
for one year. : 

With grateful hearts they thanked God for His loving providence 
in choosing so appropriate a day as the feast of the Nativity of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary for their spiritual nuptials, and offered themselves 
to their Divine Bridegroom through Mary’s virginal hands. 

After the Gospel there was a hush of expectancy as the Abbot 
seated himself on a faldstood in front of the altar and the Postulants, 
with joined hands, were escorted by the Superiors to the altar steps. 
During the ceremony of Investment, Jeanne lived over in memory the 
happy day when she had been clothed with the sacred livery of a 
daughter of St. Benedict and a spouse of Christ. 

When the ceremony was ended, and the new Novices had left the 
sanctuary, the Abbot, in the name of the Church, addressed to the 
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Novices about to be professed the solemn invitation: “Venite, filiae, 
audite me: timorem Domini docebo vos — Come, daughters, hearken 
to me: I will teach you the fear of the Lord.” 

Joyfully they answered the call as, clasping each other’s hands, 
they went forward and knelt on the sanctuary step. Then the senior 
Novice approached the Abbot, and kneeling before him, was questioned 
in the form prescribed by the ritual. Having by her answers firmly 
declared her intention of renouncing the world and binding herself to 
God by the vows of religion, she read the formula of the vows. Then, 
going to the Gospel side of the altar, she laid her Profession document 
upon the open Missal and traced upon it the sign of the Cross. Return- 
ing to the foot of the altar, holding the outspread document in her hand, 
she completed her consecration with the act of oblation peculiar to 
the Congregation in which she was making her vows. After this, jointly 
with the presiding prelate, she placed the formula of her vows upon 
the altar as a sign of her union with the Sacrifice of the Divine Victim. 

One after another the Novices repeated this ceremony, until at 
length Jeanne alone remained. How thrilled she was to discover, as 
the Abbot called each in turn by her new name, that all, like herself, 
had been favored with names associated with the Blessed Virgin! 
What loving consideration on the part of the Superiors! They were 
Sisters Mary Alma, Virginia, Carmen, Grace, and Consilia. 

Tears glistened in her mother’s eyes (and her father, too, ad- 
mitted later that his eyes had become a bit hazy) as the Abbot ad- 
dressed to Jeanne the question: “Sister Mary Regina, will you renounce 
the world and all its pomps?” and she answered resolutely: “I will.” 
“Will you assume the conversion of your morals?” “I will.” “Will 
you promise Obedience, Chastity and Poverty, according to the Rule 
of our Holy Father Benedict and your Statutes?” And again came 
the same unhesitating answer: “I will.” The Abbot responded: “May 
the Lord help you.” Then, with calm composure, she pronounced the 
sacred formula which united her to Christ by the fivefold bond of the 
holy vows, and sealed her consecration with the customary act of 
oblation: “O most. sweet Lord Jesus Christ, in virtue of Thy most 
holy Passion, accept me as a victim of Thy holy love!” 

After a short prayer, invoking the Divine assistance upon the 
newly-professed religious kneeling before him, the Abbot blessed the 
black veils which had been placed on a table near the-altar. 


“We humbly beseech Thee, O Lord, pour out Thy blessing upon 
these veils to be placed on the heads of Thy handmaids; and may these 
veils be blessed, consecrated, spotless and holy. Through Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 
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“O Lord, the head of all the faithful and the preserver of the whole 
body, sanctify these veils which Thy handmaids, for the love of Thee 
and of the most Blessed Virgin Mary, Thy Mother, are about to place 
on their heads, that they may, by Thy constant protection, preserve un- 
sullied in body and in soul what by them is mystically signified; so that, 
when they shall have come to the eternal reward of the saints, they may, 
like the prudent virgins, be found ready and may merit to be admitted to 
the nuptials of everlasting happiness. Who livest and reignest, God, world 
without end. Amen.” : 


Next the Abbot blessed the Eucharistic emblems worn by the 
Sisters of Perpetual Adoration as a distinctive mark of their vocation, 
imploring God that, in virtue of their veneration of these images made 
to the honor of the Holy Eucharist, they might, through the merits of 
Christ, obtain protection and grace during life, van eternal glory in 
the life to come. 

The newly-professed Sisters then knelt before the Abbot, one by 
one, to receive. from his hands the sacred veil. In bestowing it, he 
prayed: 

“Receive this sacred veil as a sign that you have renounced the world 
and have with all your heart consecrated yourself to Christ as His true 


spouse, that He may defend: you against evil and conduct you to life 
everlasting. Amen.” 


Thereupon the white veil worn by the Sister was replaced by the 
black veil, while she silently said the prayer to be recited each day 
when placing the veil upon her head: “O innocent Bridegroom of my 
soul, through the love wherewith Thou didst permit Thy adorable Face 
to be covered with great ignominy, I will cover my face and my head, 
and I implore Thee to grant me true retirement, modesty, and morti- 
fication of all my senses.” 


Next the emblem was bestowed with the words: “Receive this 
emblem of love and oblation to the Sacrament of Divine love.” And 
in fastening it upon her breast the Sister breathed the prayer which was 
to sanctify this action and renew her pure intention each time it was 
repeated in the future: “Today I will be Thy faithful and loving 
spouse, O Jesu Hostia, and will surrender myself as a victim of Thy 
holy love.” 


“After all the Sisters had received the black veil and the emblem, 
the Abbot invoked a final blessing upon them: 


“Protect, O Lord, in Thy loving kindness, these Thy handmaids, that 
they may preserve inviolate the vow of holy virginity which with Thy 
gracious assistance they have professed. Who. livest and reignest with 
God the Father in unity with the Holy Ghost, God, world without end. 
Amen.” 
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The Sisters then returned to their priedieus, and one of the attend- 
ing priests, the former pastor of Sister Mary Carmen, delivered a 
touching sermon, taking for his text the words of St. Peter: “You 
are a chosen generation, a purchased people. . .” Se he sentinel

True ‘‘Spiritism’’

mi: FATAL form of delusion known as “Spiritism,” be- 
gotten of falsehood, and fraught with manifold dangers 
to the bodies and souls of its votaries, has, during the 
past century, found many adherents who seek to delve 
into the mysteries of life beyond the grave. Through 
“mediums,” an attempt is made to hold intercourse with the souls of 
persons who have passed into the world beyond; but all the marks and 
signs of this cult reveal the influence and the workings of evil spirits. 
Spiritism is, in fact, Satan’s travesty, his diabolical counterfeit of the 
“Communion of Saints.” It is his ingenious mockery of the real, 
genuine “spiritism” taught by the holy Catholic Church, wherein slie 
enjoins upon her children a firm belief in God, in the immortality of 
the soul, in the holy angels, in the saints of God, in an eternal exist- 
ence to be spent either in heaven or in hell, and in a place of purifica- 
tion in the life to come. 

The happiness which the saints enjoy in heaven should inspire us 
with the desire to join their company. We know that this happiness 
includes everything that can satisfy soul and body, and that for all 
eternity. It has been purchased for us by the Passion and Death of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, but we must live worthily upon earth in order 
to merit receiving it after our death. 

Because of the infinite holiness of God, which cannot permit even 
the slightest stain of sin in a soul admitted to His presence in heaven, 
we have reason to fear that the majority of souls must first pass through 
the purifying flames of purgatory before being admitted into heaven. 
For whose conscience does not accuse him of many negligences in the 
service of God? Who is not forced to admit that he is inclined to 
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seek a “comfortable piety” rather than the self-denial which Our Lord 
has assured‘us is the mark of His true disciples? Hence, we must be 
persuaded that what we consider to be slight faults. may not be re- 
garded so by the adorable Justice of God, which exacts severe suffer- 
ings in purgatory for their expiation. 

We may well believe, therefore, that there is scarcely anything 
more pleasing to the Sacred Heart of Jesus, or more profitable to our- 
selves, than a fervent charity toward the holy souls in purgatory and 
a self-sacrificing zeal in helping them to expiate their failings. These 
souls belong to God; they are His children, His spouses, His temples. 
They are the members of Jesus Christ, and as such He suffers in them 
mystically even as He suffers in the persons of the poor. “For I was 
hungry and you did not give Me to eat; I was thirsty and you gave 
Me no drink” etc. (Matt. xxv. 42). 

Our faith obliges us to endeavor to relieve them; charity likewise 
urges us to this. We are bound to them, moreover, by many ties. 
Their sufferings are very severe, and we alone can help them. Their 
sufferings are no longer meritorious, but only expiatory; whereas we, 
by obtaining relief for them, can gain a great deal of merit for heaven. 
All of these reasons urge us to assist the holy souls and at the same 
time to store up for ourselves treasures in heaven, the fruit of our 
charity, which neither the moth can destroy nor the rust corrode. 


Three things in particular afflict these holy souls: separation 
from God, whom they love with the full intensity of their being; a 
conscience reproaching them with their sins, and their negligence in 
‘expiating them; and the fire which torments them. As long as we 
remain in this world, we have reason to. fear that we may one day 
find ourselves in the same suffering state. Let us, therefore, examine 
ourselves to see what we are doing to relieve the poor souls, and what 
we can do in the future, and strive thereby to avoid the torments of 
purgatory or at least to lessen and shorten them as much as possible. 
We can help them in three ways: by prayer, imploring God to re- 
lieve them; by good works and acts of penance, such as.fasting, alms- 
deeds, etc.; and by the holy Sacrifice of the Mass, applying to them 
the infinite satisfactions of Jesus Christ. 

A most efficacious form of prayer, especially soitieaueiaili for 
this month, is the Rosary, which is so powerful a)»means)of supplica- 
tion and is so richly endowed with indulgences which: may be offered 
in behalf of the poor souls. Let us make the .resolution that. when- 
ever we assist at Holy Mass; receive Holy Communion, gain an indul- 
gence, fast, pray, or perform any — work, the’holy ‘souls shall have 
ca share in it. AV? Shox

Mission Sunday — October 23d

HE annual Mission Day set aside each year by His Holiness, 

Pope Pius XII, is perhaps the most important day of the year 

for the Pontifical Mission Aid Societies. It is a day when 

the Christian world is asked by His Holiness to unite as one family — 

priests, religious and laity — in prayer and sacrifice for the support 
of our Catholic missionaries and missions all over the world. 

This year, Mission Sunday will be observed on October 23d. 
On this day, Catholics are asked to offer their Masses, Holy Com- 
munions and prayers for those heroic sons and daughters of the Church 
who in the midst of a great warfare for souls are depending upon the 
spiritual aid of their confreres at home for the strength and courage 
to carry on. 

Catholics are asked, further, for their mission alms in order that 
the mission Church the world over, at home and abroad, may be bene- 
fited by the observance of this day. 

In Africa, India, and other places, the Church has made wonderful 
progress, thanks to the heroic labors and sacrifices of the missionary 
Priests, Sisters and Brothers, aided by a growing native clergy and 
sisterhoods. In some regions of the Far East, however, the missionary 
Church suffers and bleeds as did the Church of the Catacombs. A cry 
of pain rises from those devastated fields, a cry of faith and a plea 
for spiritual and material assistance. It is the Mystical Body of Christ 
that suffers; and if one member is wounded, all the others feel it. 

This is a moment, then, in which more than ever Catholics ought 
to have a living spirit of solidarity and come to the aid of these valiant 
messengers of the Gospel with prayer and alms. Touching letters from 
Missionary Bishops to Mission Aid headquarters describe the atrocities 
being committed by persecutors and the heroic resistance even unto 
death of the missionaries and their neophytes. In the darkness of 
this fierce and vast persecution, the Church suffers and prays, hopes 
and resists. A native Bishop, in order to be able to remain with his 
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people, made himself a péeddler of tufu (a kind of cheese); others take 
up ordinary occupations, to remain with their flock. At night they col- 
lect the people in some secluded place and administer the Sacraments 
to them. Priests are imprisoned, deported, tortured and put to death. 

In the vast mission sections of our own country, too, the mission- 
aries must wage a long, hard battle against ignorance, bigotry, poverty, 
and many other forces. The poorest structures must serve as churches, 
and the missionaries, like the people among whom they labor, often 
have but the barest means of subsistence. It is heartening to note that 
40% of the collection fund will be devoted to home missions in our 
own United States. With heroic generosity and cheerfulness the mis- 
sionaries everywhere are prepared to make every sacrifice —- whether 
in the tropical countries or the:frozen regions of the north — to sub- 
mit to indignities and insults, poverty and privations, for Christ’s sake. 
Never, perhaps, have they deserved or needed help more than they do 
today. 

May all Catholics, then, respond wholeheartedly with spiritual 
and financial aid on October 23d. Your daily prayer and annual of- 
fering through membership in the Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith will help the missioners and will also help you personally ~be- 
cause of the spiritual benefits received from the prayers, Masses and 
good works of the missionaries.

9 ORDER to understand better the power of intercession 
granted by God to Mary in favor of the dying, and all 
the efficacy of the maternal assistance of our glorious 
Virgin at this decisive moment, we must recall to memory 
the part which our Heavenly Mother has filled in the 
work of our Redemption. 

Absolutely speaking, Jesus Christ could have re- 
deemed us without the co-operation of any creature whatever. His 
least actions, as man, have an infinite value, and certainly He had no 
need of any helper to appease the Divine anger and to satisfy fully 
for all our offences. But God had arranged matters otherwise. A 
woman had taken an active part in our ruin, a woman should co-operate 
actively in our restoration. Besides, is it not the general law, the lov- 
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ing law of an infinitely good God, that by the side of a cradle there 
shall be a mother? 

Accordingly there is no exaggeration in saying that Mary has co- 
operated with Jesus Christ in redeeming us from eternal death; there- 
fore we can in all truth call this Immaculate Virgin the Co-redemptress 
of the human race. But this glorious title would not have its full sig- 
nificance, if Mary: did not cover us, principally at the hour of our 
death, with the mantle of her maternal protection. 

To convince ourselves of this truth, let us remember that the life 
of a Christian, destined for eternal happiness, ought to be a faithful 
reproduction of the life of our Divine Savior. St. Paul has said so 
expressly: Those whom He has foreknown, He has also predestined to 
become conformable to the image of His Son, that He should be the 
firstborn among many brethren. But our most holy Mother has played 
an eminent part in the life of Our Lord. Is it not she, in fact, who, 
conceiving in her chaste womb the Word of God, gave to Him that 
human existence of which He had need in order to fulfil His mission 
as the Redeemer? Is it not she who, after she had clothed Him with 
our humanity, nourished Him with her own milk, lavished every care 
on Him, protected Him from the plots of His enemies who desired His 
death at any cost, preserved Him for the day of the great sacrifice, ac- 
companied Him even to Calvary? And why did she do all this? In 
order that she might assist, as a mother, the Savior dying on the tree of 
the Cross, and in order that she might offer Him in the name of the 
whole human race to the Eternal Father as her true Son, as the Victim 
chosen by God for the Redemption of the human race. Truly, some- 
thing would have been wanting to the harmony of the Divine plan, if 
Mary had not been present on Calvary at the moment of the agony of 
her Son, if she herself had not offered Him to the Eternal Father for 
our salvation. 

But the same reasons which required the presence of Mary on 
Calvary prove also the necessity of her assistance at our passing away, 
since we are destined to enjoy the fruit of redemption among the elect. 

And first let us recall the last words addressed by Jesus. to His 
Mother: “Woman,” said He, showing St. John to her, “behold your 
son”; and to St. John, “Behold your Mother.” Was not this to say to 
her in other words: “The time has come for Me, My beloved Mother, 
to leave this world. I bequeath to you all that I hold most dear to 
Me, the whole human race, for whose sake I became man, and whom I 
have redeemed by the shedding of My Blood. What you have done 
for Me during the course of My life, I wish you to do for each of My 
brethren. Be their Mother as you have been My Mother; give them 
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birth in the life of grace as you have brought Me forth into this mortal 
life; provide them with nourishment for the soul as you have provided 
for Me by your milk and by the labor of your hands; defend them in 
times of peril, save them from the snares which the devil spreads for 
them; accompany them along all the pathways of life, but, above all, 
be present with them at the decisive moment of death, to offer to God 
the sacrifice which they will make to Him of their life and to obtain 
that, by dying in union with Me, they may enjoy eternal glory with 
Me.” 

This is the last will of Jesus made in our favor, a will which He 
signed with His Blood. And that nothing might be wanting to the solem- 
nity of this act, there is present a witness who will take good care to 
hand down to posterity the last wishes of the Redeemer; the very same 
person who at the Last Supper rested his head on the breast of the 
Divine Pelican. The very same person who actually represents the 
whole human race, St. John, the well-beloved disciple, will collect 
carefully from the mouth of the dying Jesus His sacred words, and 
forthwith will record them in his Gospel for the instruction and the 
consolation of the generations to come. 

And now can we have any doubt that Mary will respond to the 
intentions of our Savior? She is our Mother according to grace, as 
she is Jesus’ Mother according to nature. Everything which she has 
done for Jesus she will do for us in so far as the necessities of our 
spiritual life require it. If we have the great happiness of ‘being re- 
generated in the waters of baptism and of so becoming the children 
of God; if in the Eucharist a food is given to us which strengthens and 
rejoices us, which, in addition, enables us, like the prophet Elias of 
old, to continue our laborious pilgrimage and to climb with a light 
step the steep ascent of the holy mountain where our eternal dwelling 
place awaits us; if we find, in penitence, a remedy for our past offences 
and a new vigor to preserve us from relapses; — to whom do we owe 
all these benefits, if not to our Heavenly Mother? Because it is Mary, 
indeed, who has given life to Jesus Christ, the Author of the sacra- 
ments; it is she, moreover, who even still procures for us by her 
prayers and her intercession, the grace of bringing us close to the 
sources of life and of drawing from them health and strength. Yes, 
if Jesus Christ has offered Himself to us, in His birth, as a traveling 
Companion, if every day He gives Himself to us as our Food, if He 
has willed that His own Death should be our ransom, and finally, if 
we hope to see Him face to face in heaven, it is to Mary that we are 
indebted for all these benefits. 

But in order that these benefits may have for us, in reality, their 
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completion in heaven, it is above all things necessary that the solicitude 
of Mary be exercised on our behalf at the moment of our death. 
Exactly so; if Mary gave the Infant Jesus to the world, if she 

nursed Him,. if she surrounded Him with her maternal care, it was in 
view of the great sacrifice of His life which, by the will of the Father, 
this innocent Lamb was to make for the salvation of the world. All 
Mary’s solicitude for Jesus during the thirty-three years of His life had 
a single culminating point only: it was to lead up to Calvary, to that 
solemn moment when the Divine Victim would be immolated, and she 
herself, His Mother, the co-redeeming Virgin, would offer Him to the 
Eterna] Father in the name of the human race. In the same way, to 
complete the comparison which we have shown to exist between Jesus 
and us in relation to Mary’s maternal solicitude, we ought to recognize 
that the efforts of this Divine Mother on our behalf are all directed 
to the supreme moment, to the decisive moment of our death... 

It is in death itself that Mary’s assistance naturally finds its com- 
pletion. Yes, that indeed is the goal, the supreme object of her mater- 
nal solicitude for us. Mary herself knows well that she has her full 
right to the title of our Mother only at the moment when by her inter- 
cession the Divine grace imprints in indelible characters the seal of 
Christ on our souls redeemed by His Blood. That moment is the mo- 
ment of our death. 

How beautiful and consoling is this title: Our Lady of a Happy 
. Death! It is the title by which we invoke our glorious Mother of 
heaven and beg of her to assist us at our last moment; it is the title 
which makes us hope that death will be for us the portal of a life 


without end. Is it not the translation of the title of Co-redemptress of . 


the human race, since the work of salvation has for us its full con- 
summation only at this decisive moment? Besides, does not the Church 
herself invite us to ask of God the grace of a happy death through the 
merits and the intercession of the Queen of Martyrs? O Lord Jesus 
Christ, grant we beseech Thee, that the ever-blessed Virgin Mary, Thy 
Mother, whose most holy soul was pierced by a sword of sorrow at the 
time of Thy Passion, may intercede for us to obtain Thy Divine clem- 
ency now and at the hour of our death. How gratefully, therefore, 
ought we to thank God for having secured for us, by the assistance of 
His Mother at the moment of our death, the palm of victory! 
To be concluded.

APPY school days are with us once more, and we hope 
é all our little friends rejoiced to take up their books and 
pencils and writing tablets again after a long and pleas- 
ant vacation, to continue their journey on wisdom’s ways 
of learning. You know, of course, that there are many 
other ways of gaining knowledge besides books, and no doubt all of 
you learned many interesting things during your vacation. In order 
to grow up to be useful and respected citizens of our country, it is 
necessary to gather knowledge of many different kinds each day. But 
the most important kind of knowledge is that which concerns God and 
the things of the spiritual world. Such knowledge prepares us to be- 
come worthy citizens of the kingdom of heaven. -People are apt to 
forget this, because spiritual things cannot be felt or heard or seen 
with our bodily senses. Just on this account many are so foolish as 
to believe that such things do not exist. They even go so far as to 
say there is no God, and no life after the one we are living now. 
We must pray for such people, so they too may receive the light of 

faith. 

We know that spiritual things are just as real as the things we 
feel and see and hear around us, and they are ever so much more im- 
portant b-cause they pertain to God and will last forever; but the 
things of this world will all pass away sooner or later. 

It is from their mothers and fathers and their teachers at school 
that little children learn most of their first lessons. And we are told 
that the mother is really the most important of all teachers, because 
she is with the children so much of the time, and from their very baby- 
hood they begin to learn from her. 

There is also another mother who is a very wonderful teacher, 
and that is our holy Mother, the Church. As soon as we are old enough 
to learn, she teaches us about the good God who created us, about 
Jesus, the Son of God, and the Holy Ghost; about our Blessed Mother 
Mary and the angels and saints; about heaven and hell, and ever so 
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by her feasts. Each feast has its own special lessons,-and these she 
teaches us by the way in which she ¢elebrates the feast. 

The month of October brings us three very special feasts, all of 
which have important lessons for us. These feasts are: The Holy 
Guardian Angels, on October 2d; the feast of the Holy Rosary on 
October 7th; and the feast of Christ the King on the last Sunday of 
the month, which this year is on the 30th. Space will not permit us 
to write about each one of these feasts here, so we will choose the 
feast of the Holy Rosary.. You can read about the other feasts in other 
parts of the magazine, or have someone else read and explain them 
to you. We want you to be sure, though, to honor your Guardian 
Angel in a very special way on his feast by offering Holy. Mass and 
Communion in his honor, to thank him for having watched over you 
so faithfully during the past year and to ask him to continue to guide 
and guard you. And you will surely want to honor our dear Lord 
in the same way on the feast of His Kingship. 

The feast of the Holy Rosary is usually celebrated on the first 
Sunday of October. Children like this feast especially because of the 
beautiful Rosary procession, in which they are permitted to take part. 
We feel sure that all of our Little Lovers who are old enough to go 
to school know how to pray the Rosary. But perhaps all do not know 
about the indulgences that can be gained by praying the Rosary. An 
indulgence, as you learned from the catechism, is the taking away of 
all or part of the temporal punishment due to sins already forgiven. 
Many prayers have an indulgence attached to them. One of the most 
highly indulgenced prayers is the Rosary. A saintly priest called it 
the “Queen of indulgenced prayers.” But in order that these indul- 
gences may be gained, the Rosary has to have erey blessings placed 
on it by a priest. 

There are six different indulgences that may be placed on rosaries. 
Their names start with the first five letters of the alphabet, A-B-C-D 
and E. When we learned to read and write, we were taught our A B C’s. 
To help us remember them, we were shown objects that started with 
those letters, such as A for apple; B for boy; C for cat and so on. 
In the same way, the Rosary alphabet helps us to remember the names 
of the different indulgences of the Rosary.- They are as follows: 
A — APOSTOLIC; B — BRIGITTINE; C — CROSIER; D — 
DOMINICAN; E — EUCHARISTIC, and all extraordinary indul- 
gences. Now let us briefly explain each one. 

A — APOSTOLIC. The word Apostolic reminds us of the twelve 
Apostles, who were the first to receive from Our Lord the power to 
forgive sins and to grant indulgences, This indulgence can be at- 
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tached to other holy objects besides rosaries, such as crucifixes and 
medals. To gain this indulgence, the blessed object must be worn on 
one’s person, or kept nearby in the room. An indulgence of 100 days 
is granted each time the Rosary is prayed. On certain feasts of the 
year, a plenary indulgence can be gained by fulfilling the usual con- 
ditions of going to confession and Communion, visiting a church and 
praying for the Pope’s intentions. 


B — BRIGITTINE. This indulgence is named after St. Brigid 
of Sweden, who lived in the 14th century. The Brigittine Rosary has 
six decades, instead of the usual five. For each decade, one Our 
Father, ten Hail Marys and the Apostles’ Creed must be prayed; and 
at the end of the Rosary, another Our Father and three Hail Marys 
are said. An indulgence of 100 days is granted for each Our Father, 
Hail Mary and Creed; and 7 years for each recitation of the Rosary. 


C — CROSIER. This indulgence is imparted to rosaries by the 
Canons Regular of St. Augustine of the Order of the Holy Cross, 
known as Crosier Fathers; also by other priests having the proper 
faculties. It consists of 500 days for each Our Father and Hail Mary 
said on the rosary, whether or not they form part of the Rosary 
prayers. 

D — DOMINICAN. This-blessing is imparted by the Dominican 
Fathers, and others who have the faculty.. An indulgence of 100 days 
is granted for each Our Father and Hail Mary, when five decades are 
said within the space of twenty-four hours. The Dominican blessing 
is required for gaining the indulgences of the Archconfraternity of 
the Rosary, which are very numerous. Meditation on the mysteries 
must be made to gain these indulgences. 


E — EUCHARISTIC. A plenary indulgence is granted for the 
recitation of five decades of the Rosary in the presence of the Blessed 
Sacrament, exposed or hidden in the tabernacle. 

An indulgence of 5 years is granted for praying the Rosary private- 
ly, not before the Blessed Sacrament; and of 10 years once a day 
for reciting it in company with others. 


PRACTICE: During October, the Month of the Holy Rosary, we 
hope all our Little Lovers will try to pray the Rosary every day. If 
you do not have a pair of rosary beads, be sure to get them at once 
and have them blessed, so you can gain the indulgences. If your family 
is not in the habit of praying the Rosary together at home, ask your 
parents to let you do so. This practice is very pleasing to Our Lord 
and to Our Blessed Mother.

about the Rosary Indulgences, so we will not have 
room for our usual sketch of the life of a saint for 
your imitation during this month.
